ing them with stains

For satisfy in g results, the con­ 
crete should be thoroughly w ash ­ 
ed with w ashing soda or trisodium 
phosphate in order to rem ov e any 
grease. 
Such a solution is made 
by disolv ing a pound or pound and 
a half of the chemical in a gallon 
of water. A fter the concrete lias 
been thoroughly washed, the sur­ 
face should be rinsed thoroughly 
w ith clear 
w ater 
and then tw o 
day s allowed in which to dry be­ 
fore apply ing any concrete stain. 
You can select y our colors to 
suit y our ow n needs. 
This process 
elim inates many 
u nsatisfactory 
results 
such 
as 
flaking of the paint 
and grease 
stains breaking through the new ­ 
ly -painted surfaces, which is often 
the case where the concrete is not 
w ell cleaned before application of 
the paint.

PLUMBING CARE 


It is m ighty essential today to 
tak e care and conserv e all of the 
plumbing and heating equipm ent 
in a home. 
This should be done 
by thoroughly inspecting all of the 
hom e equipment, particularly the 
plum bing and heating, to see that 
any necessary repairs should be 
made now to m ake them last just 
as long as possible because copper, 
brass, zinc and other m etals used 
in the m anufacture of plum bing 
fix tures are v ital to national de­ 
fense. 
You should first 
look 
to 
the 
plum bing fix tures to see if there 
is a leaking faucet. 
If so, it m ay 
cau se perm anent dam age to the 
seat of the fau cet and .if it cannot 
be repaired, see th at it is replaced. 
R u st stains from dripping fau cets 
m ay penetrate deeply into the en­ 
am el of a tub or sink or lav atory 
and they cannot be rem ov ed w ith ­ 
out d am age to the glaze. 
Closet 
tank leaks should also be repaired 
promptly . 
The 
drains, 
too. 
are 
im portant and sink drains should 
be kept clean by pouring scalding 
w ater down the drains each day . 
L y e should nev er be put down the 
dram s of plumbing fix tures 
be­ 
cau se it w ill not only tak e off the 
finish of the fix ture but it will 
clog the trap. 
S tain s are caused by cosm etics 
or medicines on the bathroom lav a­ 
tory . and if any thing is spilled it 
should be w iped off im m ediately 
so th at there is no chance for the 
acid to eat into the enamel. Fruit 
juices, tea leav es and m an y v e ge ­ 
tab les leav e stain s that are diffi­ 
cult to rem ov e from the sink and 
they . too. should be w ashed off 
im m ediately . 


The corner w indow is m uch ad­ 
mired in m ost modern houses, but 
if y ou hav e a house where there is 
but one single window close to a 
corner, it is possible to giv e the e f­ 
fect of a corner w indow by plac­ 
ing a mirror of the sam e size on 
the wall adjacent to the window 
near the corner and by draping the 
mirror sim ilar to the w indow it­ 
self a corner w indow effect is s e ­ 
cured.

This will giv e y ou a 3-panel mirror 
th at will be v ery w elcom e to the 
ladies of the house. 
If y ou hav e a 
sm all room, y ou m igh t try cov ering 
the long w all w ith a mirror.

w ill im m ediately increase the ap ­ 
parent size of the room. 
One of the n ew est item s recently 
seen is a m ake-up mirror in the 
kitchen w ith 
a sm all sh elf and 
draw er placed below' w h ich m ay be 
used by the h ousew ife w hen she 
has to m ake a quick m ake-up to 
an sw er the door; it also offers her 
a quick glance at her appearance 
before entering the dining or liv ing 
room. 
It is also nice to hav e a mirror 
in 
y our liv ing room w hich will 
catch the reflection of people at 
the front door, apprising the house­ 
holder of the identity of the caller.

E x p erim ent W ith Oil- 
Co a t H ea ting M ix ture 


New York . Dec. 12.— (A P )—Ex ­ 
periments with a mix ture of fuel 
oil and pulverized coal are under 
way here in an effort to increase 
the heating power of oil and ef­ 
fecting a corresponding saving of 
supplies. 
The "colloidal fuel,” made up of 
55 per cent fuel oil and 45 per cent 
pulverized bituminous coal, 
was 
fed to an industrial oil burner at 
the metropolitan petroleum cor­ 
poration y esterday in a demon­ 
stration before fuel ex perts and 
a consulting engineer of the New 
York ordnance division of the war 
depa rtment. 
After being pre-heated to 18 0 
degrees Fahrenheit, the fuel was 
injected into the firebox of the 
burner through the regulation fuel 
oil nozzle. 
Ex perts said the ef­ 
ficiency of the mix ture was no 
less than that of commercial fuel 
oil. 
Perfected by chemists of the 
Berwind White Coal Mining Com­ 
pany , the mix ture's principal q ual­ 
ity was said to lay in the fact that 
the coal particles remained in sus­ 
pension. 
J. G. Coutant, a consulting en­ 
gineer on powder fuels, said that 
when the pulverized coal was add­ 
ed there was an increase of 45 
per cent in its heating perform­ 
ance, meaning that "one barrel of 
fuel oil will do 45 per cent more 
work ."

Nome, Alask a — iAP>— Down 
out of the mountains, wolv es are 
threatening 
the war time

supply of the Alask an Arctic. 
In less 
than 
ten years, 
the 
wolv es 
hav e 
reduced 
reindeer 
herds of Alask an Esk imos from 
550.000 animals 
to 170,000 
and 
still are slashing at the 45 rein­ 
deer herds forming this region’s 
one food supply which still would 
be av ailable in case of isolation 
or inv asion of the territory. 
J. Sidney Rood, director of the 
United States reindeer serv ice at 
Nome, said in an interv iew re­ 
cently, 
"Wolv es 
are 
solely re­ 
sponsible for the depletion of the 
reindeer. 
This 
they 
hav e 
ac­ 
complished 
by two methods— di­ 
rect, bloody attack s on the herds 
and constant pursuit of the ani­ 
mals so that they are driv en away 
from 
their 
food 
supply 
and 
starv e”. 
Rood said both timber wolv es 
and 
lobos 
hav e 
attack ed 
the 
herds, adv ancing into the 
com­ 
parativ ely flat Arctic coast coun­ 
try 
from the mountains of the 
Alask a range 
and

the border 
of 
Canada s 
Yuk on territory. 
Herds Decreased In '41 
These reindeer herds are both 
gov ernment owned and priv ately 
owned by Alask a nativ es, mostly 
Esk imos 
No 
deer 
hav e 
been 
owned by white residents of the 
territory for a number of years. 
Esk imos are employed as herders, 
and. paid a nominal sum in cash, 
they tak e the remainder of tlieir 
pay in deer, which then are herd­ 
ed along 
with 
the gov ernment 
stock . 
This herding, with other 
administrativ e expenses, cost the 
gov ernment 
$91,000 last year— 
when, incidentally, the herds de­ 
creased by 31,000 animals 
The threat to the reindeer be­ 
came of param ount importance to 
this area with the declaration of 
war. 
Reindeer meat always has 
been a w inter staple 
for

towns at Nome. Kotzebue. Teller, 
Wainwright

out would whoop with joy if his 
ration of these blank s were trim ­ 
med down. 
The special joint committee on 
reduction of non-essential gov ern­ 
ment expenditures has been get­ 
ting an earful about the trials 
and tribulations of 
businessmen 
wrestling with yards of question­ 
naires 
until, 
as 
one 
witness 
phrased it, they get “quiz-dizzy.” 
Chairman George (D-Ga I of the 
senate finance committee express­ 
es belief that 90 per cent of these 
reports could be eliminated, 
As the first step in that direc­ 
tion.

to adv ise him.

war in prospect for 1913. 
Man Hours Wasted 
George B. Roscoe, an official of 
the N. A 
M. testified that dur­ 
ing a three-month period one com­ 
pany filed 109 reports required by 
gov ernment 
agencies, 
requiring 
the serv ices of 84 persons work ­ 
ing a total of 3.224 hours a week 
"That is enough to build three 
Flying Fortresses.” 
The farm er hasn't escaped this 
blizzard of white paper 
Edward 
A. O’Neal, president of the farm 
bureau federation, said the paper 
work required of farmers by the 
gov ernment was 
“greatly 
ov er­ 
done.” 
There hav e been numerous com­ 
plaints about the length and com­ 
plexity of the forms which farmers 
hav e to fill out to get certificates 
of war necessity for their truck s.

The foregoing story originally 
bore a “specific restriction” from 
the Army authority a t Fort Lewis

Maj. General Kenyon A. Joyce, 
commanding general of the Ninth 
Service Command which includes 
F ort Lewis, had no comment on 
the restriction. 
Story Submitted 
The Post-Intelligencer said the 
reporter 
who obtained the story 
a fter 
several days investigation 
submitted it to the m ilitary for 
approval 
and “the question 
was 
raised whether publication a t this 
time would interfere with the in­ 
vestigation still being conducted 
a t Fort Lewis. 
“It was suggested that if the 
story was handled conservatively 
and not displayed in an alarm ist 
manner 
publication 
would 
be

“It was then mutually agreed 
tha t a one-column head would be 
adequate and the story was thus 
displayed on the first page of the 
Post-Intelligencer 
in 
all of its 
editions. 
“The Associated Press was in­ 
formed of this mutual agreement 
by the Post-Intelligencer so The 
Associated Press could advise its 
members of circum stances under

Post-Intelligencer

not feel that there has been any 
effort by the
